Chapter, xi 

‘'126, AHexportt.ontractsand invoitesshall be denominated 
in freely convertible currency. Contracts for which 
payments are received through the Asian Clearing 
Union (AOLf) may be denominated in the currency 
of the country of the exporter or the importer or in 
AMLI or in any freely convertible currency. Tn cases 
where contract, invoice, etc., in respect of exports to 
AOU countries has been denominated in any freely 
convertible currency, it should stipulate a condilk'n 
that instrument of payment shall be expressed in the 
currency of the country of either the exporter or im¬ 
porter or in AMU by converting the foreign currency 
amount at the rate mutually agreed upon between 
the exporter and the importer". 
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
